The ‘“‘Unpardonable Sin’’ Is Letting Them Leave, After 
Training Them to Your Methods and Organization 


OO often the hu- 
man element is ig- 
nored or slighted 
in business. There 
are sometimes 
bindery proprie- 
tors who forget 
that perhaps their 
most valuable as- 
set is the man power under them. 
The real measure of an executive 
lies not in his ability to manage 
a business single-handed but rather 
in his ability to surround himself 
with men of worth, coordinate 
their thought, give direction to their 
efforts, and inspire the best in them 
to produce for the concern as a whole. 

The writer knows one executive 
who recently interviewed five out of 
twenty applicants for an executive po- 
sition under him. The man he finally 
selected was chosen almost wholly 
upon his face value as judged by the 
executive, who knows how to tell al- 
most at a glance whether a man will 
measure up to his claims for himself. 
Developing Powers, Very Important 

But this executive would not get 
far with his new men or hold the 
best of his old ones if he did not know 
not only how to detect their latent 
abilities but also how to develop those 
powers in terms of the whole organi- 
zation’s good. To the successful ap- 
_ just mentioned this executive 
said: 

“I want to give every man around 
me every opportunity to develop his 
ability and his personality. That 
Means that I want men of ambition, 
but it also means that I will never 
smother that ambition by failing tc 
give it proper outlets at the right 
time—and plenty of them. 


Don’t Lose Good Men 
I don’t lose good men. They stay 
with me because they know I am sin- 
cere in holding out a future before 
them. I should be false to them, to

the company and to myself if I denied 
them the opportunity to rise higher 
in this organization. If a man leaves 
me for what he thinks is a larger 
opportunity I realize that I have 
fallen down on my job.” 


Men Have Definite Future to Look to 


This executive thus inspires in his 
men from the start, and even before 
they are taken on, a sense of loyalty 
to the company which is none the 
less true because it is based partly 
on their self-interest. Under this 
executive, the man with an all-con- 
suming determination to get ahead 
has a definite future to look forward 
to. He knows he will realize that fu- 
ture as fast as he fits himself for it, 
and he has the additional incentive 
of knowing that this future, in this 
particular instance, means also a 
larger share in the profits which his 
ambition helps to produce. 


Losing Good Men Unpardonable 


Now contrast this kind of executive 
ability to hold good men with the kind 
which loses them. The applicant re- 
ferred to came. from another com- 
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pany where he had made such a good 
record that his resignation was keenly 
regretted. But he resigned because 
without prejudice he examined care- 
fully, in his own mind, the opportuni- 
ties where he was with those where 
he had a chance to go. 


The former did not measure up to 
the latter because they were indefi- 
nite, and (this is a most important 
point) were mentioned by the “boss” 
only after the man had resigned! 

If it is finer to send flowers to a 
friend before he dies rather than send 
them to his funeral, it is surely better 
business to let your man know what 
his future with you is before he re- 
signs rather than after he has made 
that decision. 


A Chance for Self-Expression 


It so happened, also, that the appli- 
cant was seeking in his work some- 
thing more and finer than a mere 
chance to make a living. He was 
seeking in his work to live through 
self-expression. The opportunities for 
self-expression in his old job were all 
drained out. At least they seemed 
so and the proprietor never did any- 
thing to disillusion the man in this 
respect. Avenues for self-expression 
in increasing measure were definitely 
promised the man in the new position.

capleins How Interesting Two Color Contrasting Effects May 
Be Produced with New Product 


The Keratol Company, Newark, N. 
J., has issued a book which displays 
to advantage its new product, Artine, 
which enables the bookbinder to pro- 
duce a two-color effect without spray- 
ing on a second color after case em- 
bossing. 

The book itself, 10% by 7%, with 
its deep red Artine binding, its red 
bordered pages and its inserts of Ar- 
tine in various color combinations and 
embossings, is a work of bookbinding 
and typographical art. 

In an interesting preface to the 
book, the outstanding features of Ar- 
tine are summarized in terms of what 
the product means to the bookbinder, 
two pages describing the process, re- 
sults and costs, and eight inserts 
showing Artine as furnished to the 
trade and as mounted and embossed, 
ready for the rubbing process which 
brings out the two contrasting shades. 
The book concludes with two pages of 
operating suggestions. 


How Contrasting Effects Are 
Produced 


Artine is furnished in 60-yard rolls 
36 inches wide, with two colors al- 
ready on the goods. The bookbinder 
mounts it just as he would make 
turned covers of any other material, 
embosses cover design or grain and 
rubs the cover with denatured alcohol 
and benzol. 

To rub Artine covers, a yard of 
cheese cloth or sheeting is crumpled 
into a ball with smooth surface and 
then pressed against a half inch of 
felt pads which are wet with a solution 
of 80 per cent denatured alcohol and 
20 per cent benzol. The ball is then 
ready for rubbing the Artine to bring 
out the contrasting colors. 

The lustre of the base coating shows 
a contrast with the dull finish color, 
if buffed after the solvent rub has 
dried completely. This buffing can 
be done by hand with a dry cloth, or 
with a wheel covered with sheepskin, 
hooked up with a shaft and driven at 
a fair speed with just a light pres- 
sure. 

When a greater lustre is wanted, 
a touch of finishing wax rubbed on 
before buffing will provide it. This 
wax is obtainable from the American 
Shoe Polish Company, Chicago. 

Inserts in the book are mounted on 
grey felt paper to make them flexible, 
but ordinary binders board or even 
a heavy grade of paper works as 
satisfactorily in embossing. Hot glue 
in moderation, avoiding lumps, is 
used in gluing Artine to board or 
paper. 

Artine after rubbing and emboss- 
ing is an interesting grained cover, 
finished in harmonizing two-tone col- 
ors. Delicate shades give character 


to the valleys of the grain, and in 
contrast the peaks stand out in the 
relief of a color differing in tone and 
lustre, yet blending subtly. Artine as 
furnished to the bookbinder has easily 
workable pliability, and a sturdy basic 
fabric which insures durability, ac- 
cording to the Keratol company’s an- 
nouncement. 

The company states that the cost 
of Artine is very little more than 
ordinary cover material. Working 
samples are provided on request.

E. B. A. to Give Training Course 
for Junior Bindery Executives 


A training course for junior bind- 
ery executives will be given by the 
Educational Vocational Committee of 
the Employing Bookbinders Associa- 
tion, it was announced recently. This 
course is in the form of a series of 
manuals to be prepared by E. W. 
Palmer, vice-president of the Asso- 
ciation, and president of the Kings- 
port Press, Kingsport, Tenn., and is 
to include individual instruction in 
the separate departments of the bind- 
ery. The manuals will treat of the 
technique of hand or machine opera- 
tions, the care, cleaning, oiling, and 
setting of machines, and the various 
kinks that are encountered in each 
operation. 

The course is similar to one which 
was used to advantage in the Tapley 
Companv for several years and whicn 
is now being given at the Kingsport

Brighter Library Bindings Pre- 
ferred by Borrowers 

Experiments towards brighter bind- 
ings have shown that library book 
borrowers prefer the more attractive 
and less typical bindings, according to 
the English publication, “The Li- 
brarian,” of London, which has been 
intensively investigating this prob- 
lem. 

The light cloth bindings used in 
these tests, says this publication, 
never stayed on the shelves long, the 
borrowers liking them either for their 
unusual looks or for the more psy- 
chological reason that their bindings 
did not appear to be as unattractive 
as ordinary library books. It was sig- 
nificant, too, that the borrowers 
handled the brighter bindings with 
care, sometimes even covering them 
to avoid soiling them.

New Cover Material Made from 
Rubberized Paper 


The Premoid Manufacturing Com- 
pany, of Boston, which has its plant 
at Springfield, Mass., is reported by 
The Paper Mill to have made a suc- 
cess of using rubber in connection 
with paper manufacturing, but under 
a totally different process from the 
one commonly known. Instead of in- 
troducing rubber latex into the paper 
while it is being manufactured, that 
is, in the beater, under the patent of 
Kirke L. Moses, vice-president and 
general manager of the Premoid Com- 
pany,. the rubber is applied on the 
finished paper base just as the manu- 
facture of asphalt roofing shingles is 
carried on by treating the finished 
felt. 


Greater Percentage of Rubber 


It is claimed by Mr. Moses that 
his method permits the introduction 
of a greater percentage of rubber. In 
describing his paper base, Mr. Moses 
in his patent states: 

“In making this improved product 
I employ, as a base, material having 
somewhat the nature of paper in that 
it is the product of a paper making 
machine, but which is formed of 
loosely matted relatively long fibers 
producing a highly porous web which 
of itself has not very great strength. 
The character of the fibers from which 
this base product is formed may vary 
within wide limits without departing 
from my invention. I find good re- 
sults can be secured by using hemp 
fiber, jute fiber or any other similar 
fibrous material wherein the individ- 
ual fibers are relatively long.” 

“Premoid,” as made from this 
loosely matted paper. is then sub- 
jected to rubberizing either by coating 
the faces or by being immersed in a 
rubber solution. 

According to the paper trade jour- 
nal, paper merchants are now taking 
on this product, although it is enter- 
ing new fields in their hands, but 
fields which give promise of an ex- 
cellent future. The Premoid Manu- 
facturing Company has received fav- 
orable responses from a selected list 
of paper merchants, according to Mr. 
Moses, one merchant in each district 
being addressed, and expects to de- 
velop a market for use of their rub- 
berized paper in the bookbinding, 


catalogue, document envelope and 
similar fields. 

The product has important qualities 
which would recominend it to many 
of the special uses to which paper is 
put, but in which an extremely strong 
tear and wear resisting and well col- 
ored material is desired, according to 
its sponsors.

It is called the 
John Paul Model Baum Folding Ma- 
chine, and is named after John 
Paul, also manager of the Chi- 
cago branch of the company. 

The machine combines several new 
and interesting features. Its four sets 
of folding rollers, giving it a high 
speed, enable it to turn out 5,500 to 
6,000 folds signatures per hour, either 
one, two, or three folds.

Co-ordinating Plant Administration. 


Improvement in Sales Efforts and Administration Will Often 
Result in Increased Efficiency of Plant 


ITH a man on 
third, two out in 
the ninth, and one 
run needed to 
win, the batter 
hits a grounder 
to shortstop, who 
fumbles it, per- 
mitting what 

should have been an easy out to bring 
in the run which defeats his team. 

His team loses because it developed 
a leak in its defense. 

The various departments of a book- 
binding business form a machine 
whose coordination, like that of the 
baseball team, must be efficient at all 
times if success is to be attained. If 
the leaks in the bindery’s team-work 
are not stopped, the team’s score in 
net profits will suffer. 

The administrative department, the 
mechanical department and the selling 
organization are important cogs in 
the bindery machine. Leaks in one 
will discount the efficiency of the oth- 
ers and lessen the profit results of 
the whole. 

Team-work as the quality upon 
which successful business is based, 
should also be emphasized in cases 
where one department is the star per- 
former of the lot. 


The sins of omission and commis- 
sion in one department are the penal- 
ties imposed upon all. This, of course, 
does not square with the too popular 
pastime of “passing the buck” from 
one department to another. 


The selling organization needs some 
latitude in making prices, but on this 
subject the administrative department 
should be the final judge. This is be- 
cause the administrative department 
should know better than the selling 
organization whether a certain price 
is right in the sense that the mechani- 
cal department can produce the work 
at less than that price. The adminis- 
trative department should also help 
the selling organization with sugges- 
tions as to selection of the sales field 
and development of selling methods. 

There are other matters on which 
the sales department should cooperate 
with the other members of the tearm. 
Sometimes efforts are made to sell 
work which the mechanical depart- 
ment is not equipped to turn out prof- 
itably, or perhaps at all. Such sales 
are among those whose price is likely 
to be lower than production cost; if 
not, the selling price may have to be

Operating the Guillotine 


HERE is a right figure on 

every job, and intelligent 
management and control can 
certainly make it possible to 
know what that right figure is. 
Estimators will do as they are 
taught if left alone. But many 
estimators are required to per- 
form miracles—they must figure 
to get every job and at the same 
time show no loss on the job 
when they get it. 

Instead of instructing estima- 
tors to figure to get a job, sup- 
pose you adopt a standard by 
which all estimates shall be | 
figured. Then, if you want to 
give away profits to which you 
are entitled, suppose you ap- | 
point someone other than the | 
estimator to officiate at the guil- 
lotine. Then get a daily report 
of the number of dollars cut 
from your estimator’s figures 
and find out by careful analysis 
and check how much money you 
are giving away and whether it 
pays to indulge in anything but 
standardized estimating and 
standardized pricing of jobs.— 
The San Francisco Printer. 








set at a point which the buyer regards 
as unreasonably high. In one case the 
net profit is lost. In the other the 
customer is likely to be lost. 


Promising the “Hurry Up” Job 


Administrative supervision will ex- 
tend even to the tendency of some 
salesmen to promise the completed job 
in such a short period of time that 
it cannot be accomplished with best 
results. The “hurry-up” job which 
must be routed through the plant out 
of its turn in order to be completed 
at a certain time, stipulated by the 
sales department without regard for 
the welfare of the whole plant, also 
interrupts other work and thus in- 
creases production costs. If the cus- 
tomer insists upon a delivery time 
which will crowd the plant’s. other 
work and hamper its efficiency on the 
job being ordered, the salesman can 
usually show the customer that by 
granting more time better work will 
be done. 


Careful planning will insure proper 
routing of the job through the plant

and a slip-shod method of routing 
will lose time and therefore money. 


Coordinating Selling and Manufac- 
turing 


The chief function of the adminis- 
trative department of a bookbinding 
plant, among many other duties, is to 
see that the manufacturing and sell- 
ing departments operate properly. 

This requires a strict attention to 
the business which the firm cannot 
afford to discount by attention to 
other and outside activities. The pro- 
prietor as the administrator of the 
business needs to attend to his work 
with regularity and system, delegating 
that work or parts of it to assistance 
only when they have proved them- 
selves competent to carry on in his 
absence with all the efficiency which 
would mark his presence. The ad- 
ministrative department owes a dis- 
tinct obligation to the business in act- 
ing as an example for all the em- 
ployees in putting in a full and hon- 
est day’s work. 

There are some administrators who 
have a knack of knowing everything 
that is going on throughout the plant 
at all times. They have a genius for 
holding a finger on all vital points of 
the business machinery at the same 
time. This genius is accompanied by 
a wisdom which protects them from 
falling into the attitude of having a 
finger in everybody’s pie merely in an 
apparent desire to interfere with the 
other fellow’s work and thus assert 
their authority. The wise administra- 
tor keeps close tab on all departments. 
of the plant without ever giving any- 
body an excuse to regard him as @ 
“butter-in.” 

But there are many proprietors who 
may find it difficult to do a great vari- 
ety of things daily and do them well. 
One such had to work part of the 
time in the mechanical department— 
this was a small plant—part of the 
time in the office and part on the 
street. 

“I run around in circles,” he said, 
“and frequently seem to meet myself 
coming back.” 

He solved that problem by working 
out a system by which he devoted reg- 
ular hours and sometimes regular 
days to each of these classes of work. 
Thus he avoided the problems of over- 
diversification of administration and 
reaped the benefits of unified and con- 
centrated activity.

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Group Insurance and Recre- 
ation Clubs at Nat'l 
Library Bindery 


Group insurance providing a policy 
of $500 worth of life insurance for 
every employee who has been with 
the company for six months is one 
of the methods used by The National 
Library Bindery Co., specialists in 
library binding at West Springfield, 
Mass., to provide for the welfare of 
its employees. This policy is given to 
the employee who signs it to his own 
beneficiary, the company paying the 
entire premium. 

In addition to this, clubs have been 
organized composed of practically all 
the employees at each of the com- 
pany’s branches in Cleveland, Atlanta, 
and Indianapolis. “This club,” re- 
cently explained one of the officials 
of the company, “draws up its own 
by-laws, elects its own officers, and 
handles its own affairs. entirely. 
There is a sick benefit clause which 
provides for payment, by the club, 
to any member who is ill, 25 per cent 
of his weekly wages for the time he 
is out, except for illnesses of less than 
one week’s duration. An additional 
25 per cent is also paid the employee 
by the firm during the same time.” 

Recreation for its employees is by 
no means neglected by the firm. Meet- 
ing places are provided for in the 
various binderies where parties, sup- 
pers, etc., are held. Each bindery 
also has its own annual summer out- 
ing, and special affairs such as 
Thanksgiving and Christmas parties. 

In Springfield, where the branch 
has its own building, about one thou- 
sand feet of floor space has been 
given over to rest rooms. There are 
separate rooms for men and women, 
but these are arranged so as to per- 
mit doors being thrown open between 
them making one large recreation 
room. The women’s room is furnished 
with comfortable chairs, tables, couch, 
player piano, and victrola. The room 
belonging to.the men has a pool 
table, card tables, chairs, etc. Along- 
side of the building a tennis court is 
being prepared for the use of club 
members so that all may play.

Welfare Organizations and 
Recreation at the U. 
of C. Press 


The University of Chicago Press, 
5750 Ellis avenue, Chicago, has a 
very effective scheme of welfare pro- 
motion which includes a Mutual Bene- 
fit Association and a Mutual Savings 
Association formed primarily for this 
purpose. Each group has its own con- 
stitution and by-laws and elects its 
own Officers. 

The officers of the Benefit Associa- 
tion comprise an executive committee 
appointed directly by the members. 
The members of this committee in turn 
elect a president, vice-president, and 
treasurer from among their own 
members, and appoint a secretary. 

The amount of dues is apportioned 
among the members of the association, 
who are divided into two classes de- 
pending on the salary earned. Class 
A consists of those earning $15 or 
more per week who are required to 
pay 10 cents for each week, and Class 
B of those earning under $15 per 
week, who pay 5 cents. Similarly, the 
benefits are paid out according to 
the class in which the member be- 
longs. During sickness or quarantine, 
those in Class A receive $10 per week 
and those in Class B, $5 per week. 

The Mutual Savings Association 
provides for the election of five trus- 
tees from among its members, three 
of whom must be managers of the 
University Press. This board of 
trustees then elects the president and 
vice-president from among its own 
members and appoints a financial 
secretary. 

The association is operated on a 
basis of shares of a maturity value 
of $26 each, these shares payable at 
the rate of 50 cents each per week. 
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Dividends are declared four times a 
year, and a system of loans is pro- 
vided for. 

Recreation at the Press is mainly 
in the hands of the Men’s Club, which 
promotes parties, bowling, baseball, 
etc. The bowling is one of the most 
important features of this club’s ac- 
tivities, and each year an elaborate 
schedule is mapped out. Eight teams 
are recruited from as many different 
departments, each team consisting of 
five men. Many cash prizes, amount- 
ing in all to $560, are offered with a 
first prize of $50.

Despite the increasing use of loose 
leaf records, the National Blank Book 
Company, of Holyoke, Mass., still 
uses an average of 10 miles of thread 
daily in the stitching machines main- 
tained by this company for the bind- 
ing of the blank books. Although this 
phase of its business has progressed 
very rapidly, it is true, however, that 
the loose leaf division has shown the 
greatest growth since 1905. 

“Handwork in the making of blank 
books,” stated one of the officials re- 
cently, “is a thing of the past, except 
in the gold tooling of the better grade 
books. Expertly improved machinery 
accounts for all processes in the manu- 
facture of the National blank book.” 

One of the interesting departments 
of this company is its technical divi- 
sion, whose chief occupation is the 
constant research ffor improved 
methods of production and efficiency 
in the manufacture..of blank books 
and office equipment, To the ingenu- 
ity of the men employed in this de- 
partment is ascribed the automatic 
universal binder, book booster lever, 
Aladdin keyless ledger, etc., featured 
by the concern. 

It is interesting to note that the 
company was started by paper men. 
William Whiting and L. L. Brown, 
both connected with famous paper 
companies, founded the concern in 
1881, although their interests were 
later acquired by the present owners, 
the Towne family. A small factory 
sufficed at the start, but today over 
189,000 square feet are used. 

The company maintains two fine, 
large mills in Holyoke, distributing 
stations in. New York. and Chicago, 
offices in many other cities, and an 
English subsidiary’ in London.

Five are in various libraries in this 
country, one in the Lutheran Theolo- 
gical Seminary, one in the New York 
Public Library, one in the Philadel- 
phia free library, and one in the con- 
gressional library. The two other pri- 
vately owned copies are in the east.

How Morocco Leather Is 
Prepared for the 
Bookbinder 


Goat skins used in the manufacture 
of Morocco leather, according to 
Holliston Owl Talks, are imported 
from East India in a tanned state and 
the graining and dyeing are done in 
the United States. Dyeing must be 
done by most expert hands because 
the slightest mishandling of the soft 
and pliable skins in the color vat will 
cause a streak to appear. Imperfec- 
tions and the skin along the back- 
bone receive special care becavse these 
places are prone to develop in dark 
streaks. 

Graining is also an operation re- 
quiring great care in order that the

skin may preserve all its flexibility 
or firmness. Finishing is completed 
entirely by hand-graining. The skins 
are “boarded” or rubbed with a piece 
of wood cut to fit the palm of the 
hand. Though slow and laborious, 
this is the only process of working 
up the grain in its natural formation 
without breaking up the surface in 
unnatural patterns. Working up by 
hand-boarding the natural grain will 
not flatten out as does that which is 
formed by plate-embossing. 

These goat skins are split to spe- 
cified weight before being sold to the 
bookbinder as Morocco. The average 
bookbinding leather is 1% to 1% 
ounces. This weight applies to the 
square foot and calipers .0195 to .0234 
inches in thickness. 

The colors in which the highest 
grade Morocco leathers are furnished 
are tested for permanence, only the 
finest dyes being used, and the dyeing 
is uniform and of the best standard 


colors.

Years Old 


Bookbinders visiting the Liberal 
Arts and Manufacturers Palace at 
the Sesqui-Centennial Exposition in 
Philadelphia will find much to inter- 
est them in block 8, section 1 of 
group E, where Hastings & Company, 
of Philadelphia, has staged its exhibi- 
tion showing the manufacture of Gold 
Leaf and related products. The open- 
ing of this exhibit was delayed be- 
cause the floor of the building was not 
completed until late in June. The ex- 
hibit includes a gold beater and a gold 
cutter at work in addition to a com- 
plete exhibit of the uses of gold leaf. 

The company feels that the Sesqui- 
Centennial is a good time to call at- 
tention to the fact that it, too, has a 
long and honorable history, having 
been under the control of the same 
family for 106 years. It has taken 
the occasion to invite its customers 
to visit its plant, claimed to be the 
largest of its kind in the world. 

After his appointment as a surgeon 
in the United States Navy, Dr. John 
Hastings, who founded this firm in 
1820, was succeeded by his brother, 
Matthew, who died in 1865, being fol- 
lowed by his sons, Robert E. and John 
V. Hastings. Three years later Henry 
O. Hastings, another son, joined the 
firm. Henry O. Hastings died in 1916 
after retiring from the firm in 1901. 
Robert E. and John V. remained in 
entire control until Robert E.’s death 
in 1922, both having been partners 
for 57 years without ever having

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drawn up a written agreement. Thus 
two nephews of the founder, the sec- 
ond generation, were in control of the 
company at the end of 100 years. 


On Robert E.’s death in 1922, John 
V. Hastings took into partnership his 
son, John V. Hastings, Jr., who has 
been with the firm 16 years and has 
particular control of the office, credit, 
financing and advertising, and his 
nephew, G. Brinton Thomas, Jr., also 
a great-nephew of the founder who 
has been with his uncles 22 years and 
has charge of the factery. Cornelius 
E. Ebrey, who has been with the firm 
25 years, has charge of sales. All 
members of the firm have been practi- 
cal gold beaters, each having started 
in the factory. 

During its career, Hastings & Com- 
pany has seen Philadelphia grow from 
112,722 inhabitants in 1820 to 2,000,- 
000 in 1920. Many of the employees 
have long records of employment with 
the firm, William Curry, superintend- 
ent, having served it for 60 years; 22 
others from 30 to 50 years, and 15 
others from 25 to 30 years. These 
employees of long service with the 
younger generation of workers have 
made the establishment the largest 
organization in the world devoted ex: 
clusively to gold leaf manufacturing. 


In 1910 Hastings & Company be- 
came joint owners, with Julius A. C. 
Fichtmueller, the patentee, in estab- 
lishing the Diamond Decorative Leaf 
Company for the manufacture of Tis- 
sue Leaf for use by bookbinders on 
paper, cloth and imitation leather. 
The plant for this product is located 
at Stapleton, Staten Island, N. Y.

The administrative department is 
also responsible for avoiding the dan- 
ger of overstocking materials. Some 
proprietors believe that a large supply 
of staple materials is necessary, and 
although eager to take advantage of 
low prices they are not inclined to 
permit this to burden them with sup- 
plies which entail unnecessary ex- 
penses for insurance, interest, care 
and other items which tie up capital 
in stock which does not move readily. 

When a plant at the end of the year 
does not show reasonable profits, the 
fault lies with the administrative, sell- 
ing or mechanical departments. Over- 
equipment is a fault for which the aa- 
ministrative department is directly re- 
sponsible, for with that department 
rests the decision whether new equip- 
ment should be purchased. In the last 
analysis the administration depart- 
ment is to be blamed for any faults 
in the other two departments, since 
administration includes general super- 
vision of all. 


Cost System Prevents Binder from 
“Kidding Himself” 

Perhaps the most important respon- 
sibility of the administrative depart- 
ment is its supervision, direction and 
government of costs. The progressive 
bookbinder knows the advantage of an 
efficient and simple cost accounting 
system. What the household budget 
is to the housewife, the cost account- 
ing system is to the proprietor of a 
plant. That system tells the propri- 
etor what every job done in his plant 
costs him. It tells him whether he 
can really produce a job at the price 
a competitor asks for it; and it pro- 
tects him—or at least it should—from 
so juggling cost figures as to deceive 
himself into thinking that he can get 
out a job at a price lower than its ac- 
tual cost to his business. 


Necessity of Cost System 

The cost accounting system is a 
gauge by which the proprietor may 
judge whether by increasing sales vol- 
ume he can actually lower his costs 
below some price upon which he has 
fixed his mind. By understanding the 
cost system and applying it in all 
cases without prejudice, the adminis- 
trative department may know whether 
or not money is made on a job, 
whether certain classes of work are 
actually profitable, whether the busi- 
ness of some customer who is a close 
and over-exacting buyer is desirable, 
and how costs may be reduced and 
when they are too low. 

The working out and the right use 
of a cost accounting system is one of 
the largest responsibilities of the mod- 
ern bookbinding plant’s administrative 
department. 

* * * 
When the Price Was “Right” 

The customer said: “Now at last 
you have the price down where it is 
right.” And later the same customer 
said: “Gee! that’s a rotten job of 
bookbinding.” 
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Inks for Different Kinds 
of Material 

Various kinds of printing ink, dri- 
ers and reducers are required for 
printing on different kinds of material, 
although in many instances the reduc- 
ing can be done to great advantage 
with another ink of softer body. For 
example, a good ink for printing on 
rough blotting paper is made by re- 
ducing halftone or book ink with soft 
halftone ink, and then adding a small 
part of Japan drier. 

The following formulas will no 
doubt prove useful to the average 
pressman: 

Bond paper: Bond or job ink, re- 
duced with regular halftone ink; 
paste drier. 

Ledger paper: Cover or bond ink, 
reduced with job or book ink; paste 
drier. 

Book paper (S. and S. C.): Book or 
halftone ink, reduced with soft half- 
tone ink; Japan drier. 

Cover stock (hard colored): Cover 
or bond ink, reduced with regular 
halftone ink; paste drier. 

Parchment: Cover or bond ink, re- 
duced with book ink; paste drier. 

Waxed paper: Cover or bond ink, 
reduced with job black; paste drier. 

Leather: Book or job ink, reduced 
with regular halftone ink; Japan 
drier. 

Celluloid and Glass: Cover or bond 
ink, no reducer; paste drier. 

Wood: Book or job ink, reduced 
with regular halftone ink; Japan 
drier. 

Aluminum, tin or zinc: Cover or 
bond ink, no reducer; paste drier. 

Linen, Cloth, etc.: Book ink re- 
duced with regular halftone ink; 
paste drier. 

Vellum: Cover or bond ink, re- 
duced with book ink; paste drier.

From the manufacturer, printer, 
bookbinder or advertising agency the 
firm obtains not only the size of the 
book, number of pages and style of 
binding, but also a description of the 
product and the field in which it is 
sold. This enables the service to sub- 
mit suggestions for layouts, color 
schemes and general effects enhancing 
the qualities and characteristics of 
the product—all in addition to the 
blank dummies. 

With cover stock selected, the serv- 
ice then makes use of “Constructive 
Cover Designing,” a text book of mod- 
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ern poster designing, arranged by 
these makers of Sunburst covers. 
From the many plates and much de- 
scriptive text in this book the cor- 
rect motif for an appropriate design 
is found, adapted to the requirements 
of the book at hand, and a rough 
sketch worked out on the dummy. 
Sometimes a typewritten brief is sub- 
mitted with the dummy, and in any 
case all information necessary to 
careful selection of proper effects is 
furnished. 

The practical value of such a serv- 
ice has been proved by the adoption. 
in many cases, of the original sug- 
gestions.

New Machine Used to Bind 
Records of Penn R. R. 

A binding station, containing the 
necessary equipment for properly 
binding the records of their Indian- 
apolis division, has been established 
at Columbus, Indiana, by the Pennsy]- 
vania railroad system. The idea of 
binding these records originated with 
A. D. Conner, supervising agent, who 
arranged for the purchase of a spe- 
cial binding machine which is being 
used for this purpose. 

Waypbills, freight receipts, shipping 
orders, receipted and forwarded re- 
ports, and miscellaneous reports, are 
all forwarded to the Columbus freight 
station, where they are bound into 
book form with a heavy binder. Tem- 
porary binders are furnished all sta- 
tion agents to keep the records in the 
order in which they should be bound. 
When a sufficient number of records 
have been placed in the temporary 
binders, they are forwarded to the 
Columbus station, where they are per- 
manently bound. To date, the rec- 
ords of 64 stations on the Indianapo- 
lis division have been bound into ap- 
proximately 500 books. 

The tracing of shipments and other 
business is greatly expedited as a re- 
sult of the uniform manner in which 
the records are filed. All the 1925 sta- 
tion records have already been bound 
for the entire division.

New Thermometer Developed by 

Peerless Roll Leaf Company 

A new type of thermometer, especi- 
ally constructed for use on all kinds 
of gas and electrically heated stamp- 
ing press heads, has just been placed 
on the market by the Peerless Roll 
Leaf Company. The dial face is un- 
usually large and the figures can be 
read easily from a distance. 

The new device, it is claimed, aids 
in improving the quality of stamping 
done, and in eliminating much of the 
waste due to unnecessary high tem- 
peratures. It may be mounted on 
the press itself or on any wall within 
six feet of the press head and is con- 
nected with the press by a slender 
flexible tube, at the.end of which is a 
small metal bulb. This bulb is in- 
serted in the head by drilling a small 
hole about three inches long.

Carries On Roll-Leaf 


Experimental W ork 


The Brighten roll leaf experimental 
and demonstration department re- 
cently established by the H. Griffin & 
Sons Company, 75 Duane Street, New 
York, N. Y., at its New York and 
Chicago offices, are making consider- 
able progress, according to Thomas 
P. Milligan, sales manager and treas- 
urer of the company. 

Mr. Milligan is in charge of the 
Brighten Leaf division of the com- 
pany and reports that considerable 
interest has been shown in the work 
of these departments. Several book- 
binders in both cities and elsewhere 
have consulted the division regarding 
particular problems, and Mr. Milligan 
states that the company will welcome 
similar inquiries from others, not only 
in the bookbinding trade but other in- 
dustries in which Brighten Leaf is 
being used. A number of Eastern 
bindcries, he reported, have recently 
instalied the Brighten Leaf attach- 
ment. 

Three sizes of Krause presses have 
been installed in the Chicago office in 
addition to one Colt’s Armory press, 
and one Boehner stamper. This de- 
partment is under the supervision of 
John O. Dunbar, who has had long 
experience in stamping work and is 
an authority on the subject. Mr. 
Dunbar will be in charge of Middle 
West sales of Brighten leaf. 


The New York equipment consists 
of three Krause presses (one large, 
one medium, and one small), one 
Krause press, for brush work, one 
Simplex Stamping press, one Colt’s 
Armory press, and one Boehner 
stamper.

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bossing press, hand or power, and 
with medium heat. : 

The Griffin company also features 
the Brighten leaf equipment, consist- 
ing of three feed-rollers, each work- 
ing independently, for pulling the 
leaf through the press automatically 
to any desired length. The leaf is 
fed from the front of the machine 
from three rods which hold the leaf 
to be stamped. As the leaf is auto- 
matically pulled through the machine 
the margin between impressions is 
slight and the exactness of the pull 
length is described as reducing the 
margin of waste to a minimum of 
about one-eighth of an inch on all 
sides. This attachment with electric 
heated head and automatic thermo- 
static heat control is being installed 
by the Griffin concern on Colt’s 
Armory and Universal type presses. 

In addition to bookbinders, the leaf 
is extensively used by photo album, 
diary and advertising, celluloid and 
leather novelty manufacturers, as 
well as in many other industries.

District Court, of New Jersey, the 
two suits filed by the Peerless Roll 
Leaf Company against Richard Lange 
and Harry H. Hodes, trading under 
the name of the General Box Top 
Company (manufacturers of Brighten 
Leaf), were dismissed. 

In addition to claiming that the 
Grupe and Boyd transfer patents,
